THE Olympic Games have ended — but as far as Australian 
Soccer fans are concerned, they still haven't started! 
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SAYS DAVID JACK 


Judging by the coverage given to the 
Olympic football tournament by Aus- 
tralia’s media, we could be excused for 
imagining the biggest sport in the world 
had been wiped by organisers of the Los 


Angeles Olympics. 

Reports of matches 
were almost non- 
existent. Even the 
bare results were ig- 
nored by the majority of 
newspapers. 

Radio and television 
did no better. 

It would have been 
amusing, had it not been 
tragic, to hear one well- 
known, experienced, 
commentator giving a run- 
down on the ‘“marvell- 
ous’ attendances at 


so many sports. 

He broadcast a list of 
sports and the crowds 
they had pulled in. He 
didn't mention the 
sport which attracted 
the biggest crowds of 
all. . . Soccer! 

Even before the 
semi-finals were play- 
ed, Soccer had been 
watched by more than a 
million spectators, 
even though the USA is

nation. 

How many Australians 
realise that a match 
between Egypt and 
France played at the 
Rose Bowl attracted 
66,000 spectators ? 

How many know that the 
biggest attendance 
ever seen at a Soccer 
match in the USA 
(78,000) saw Costa Rica 
playing the USA at 
Palo Alto ? 

Even these huge fi- 
gures were surpassed 
when the meaningless 
third and fourth place 
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play-off was watched by 
97,000 spectators and 
the Rose Bowl was packed 
with 100,000 spee-_ 
tators for the Brazil - 
France final. 

The average attend- 
ance at each preliminary 
game was almost 40,000. 
But Australian tele- 
vision viewers were fed 
Archery, Judo, Rowing 
and other such sport 
which had nothing like 
the spectator appeal of 
Soccer. 


It is not only in Aus- 
tralia that Olympic 
Soccer was given the 
brush-off, the super 
snub. 

Joao Havelange, pres- 
ident of FIFA, found 
it necessary to make a 
formal complaint to Olym- 
pic Games boss Juan

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EDITORIAL 


SOCCER likes to regard itself as an 
innovator among Australian sports 
and there could be good grounds for 
believing this is true. 

It was Soccer which kicked off the 
switch of match days from Saturdays 
to Sundays, a move which followers of 
the other football codes now agree 
was logical and, indeed, essential. 
(In Melbourne, the VFL remains a 
Saturday competition but not entirely 
by choice.) 

It was Soccer, too, which first ex- 
perimented with matches under flood- 
lights. Soccer also attired its referees 
and linesmen in the universally- 
accepted black uniforms while other 
codes preferred the old-fashioned 
white,

MARCONI, fighting to stay in the Top Four of the Australian 
Conference of the NSL, will be without their skipper Tony 
Henderson for Sunday's home match against Penrith. 


But times have changed. Soccer 
now thinks it should slavishly follow 
the other three footballing codes with 
its end-of-season play-off series. 

If Sydney City win their section of 
the National Soccer League, even by 
a 10 point margin, they will get no 
recognition for the feat. 

Similarly, if the other division is won 
by Heidelberg, the current leaders, it 
will mean nothing. 

Sydney City and Heidelberg would 
be labelled “minor premiers,” an hon- 
our of transparent virtue. 

They will then be grouped with 
another four teams from each division 
in a contest to decide the ‘‘true” 
champion team. 

This is nonsensical. Let us assume 
the fifth-placed team won the top five 
series. That team would be accorded 
champion status, despite finishing 
down the field in the only true test of 
ability ... the championship table. 


In just about every country in the 
world, the team which finishes the 
normal season first past the post is the 
premier team. 

Traditionally, Australian sport has 
its own strange way of finding its 
champions by using the top five or top 
four play-offs. 

The system kills all incentive for a 
team to finish the regular season in 
top place. Why worry when you can be 
almost as well off by failing and finish- 
ing fifth ? 

When ASW discussed these things 
with an official of the NSL, we were 
told: “This is the system used by other 
sports in Australia so Soccer must 
follow suit.” 

The obvious reply to that comment 
is ... why? Is Australian Rules, 
Rugby Union and Rugby League so 
much better than Soccer that we have 
to do everything those codes do? 

We have nothing against a top five

or top four series in principle. It adds 
an extra dimension to the Soccer 
programme at the end of the season 
and, in theory, should produce extra 
gate receipts. 

The danger is that by upgrading this 
contrived end-of-season carnival, it is 
inevitable that the real battle, the true 
test of every team’s ability, is going to 
be downgraded. 

We mean the so-called minor pre- 
miership. If justice is to be done, it 
should still be seen as the major 
premiership. 

This year, there have been many 
innovations in the National League. 
Few have improved the game. Indeed, 
crowd figures, probably at their lowest 
for 25 years, clearly indicate that spec- 
lators prefer Soccer as it used to be. 

The sport is good enough to survive 
without borrowing any gimmicks from 
other football codes or from sport in 
the USA,

JUNIOR TIPS 


THE world's greatest attacking players show strength in 
one particular aspect of their game — dribbling. 

‘There are three things to remember when it comes to dribbling. 

You must approach your opposing player at the quickest possible speed with 


the ball close to your body. Secondly, you must try and force your defender to 
commit himself in making a tackle. 


Lastly, don’t slow down if the defender decides to retreat. 


A good way to improve your dribbling, as well as your ball control, is to set up a 
straight line of sticks or rubber cones and dribble the ball between each 
one. 


This helps your close-in ball control as well as fluency.
